ican citizens are involved, we fall back, 
as the ssfest refuge, upon the Consti- 
tation of our country. To that we 
shall always appeal, and by ite verdict 
ever sbide. To Congress the Consti- 
tution gives the exclusive power to de- 
clare war; and by honest reasoning 
leaves the gains or losses of their own 
wars in their own hands. 

The result of the war with Mexico 
was, among other things, the sequisi- 
tion of s certain extensive amount of 
territory previously claimed by her. 
Of that territory Uteh formed a con- 

* siderable portion. By the treaty, com- 
monly known as the treaty of Guada- 
lupe Hidalgo, that portion of country, 
now known as the Territory of Utah, 
was placed at the disposal of the peo- 
ple of the United States throngh their 
Congress. Before the war hed yet 
terminated, nay, while it was still wag- : 
ing, a number of honest, enterprizing 
American citizens took possession of 
the soil, and inserted therein their in- 
dustrious ploughs and spades. They 
battled with famine, toiled against 
drouth, labored to subdue barrenness, 
and paid their children’s bread, and in 
some cases their brothers’ blood for the 
conciliation and respect of the aborig- 
ines, till the deserts yielded bread for 
their sustenance. What compelled them 
thus to @il and suffer,it is not within the 
immediate compass of our present sub- 
ject toytell; we shall talk of that oc- 
casionajly, and when and how we please.

Two thriving settlements in 
the Fort Bridger reservation have been 
embraced and arrogantly appropriated 
to the use of the army; including be- 
sides, nearly every foot of land within 
twenty or thirty miles of that place that 
an honest man could raise or earn a po- 
tatoe or s pound of bread, or fatten a 
steer upon. In the vicinity of Camp 
Floyd, sparing magnanimously “Cedar 
Fort and Fairfield,” “the entire of 
Cedar Valley to the highest crests of 
the limiting mountains and hills”— 
everything, has been appropriated. 
Thousands, nay, millions of dollars, in 
and around these settlements, had 
been expended to make roads into 
kanyons, to procure timber for civil 
purposes, to reclaim the deserts and 
swamps, to plough and enrich the soil, 
and to dig canals for irrigation: and 
more than all this, the American blood 
of patriotie American citizens had been 
profusely poured out; and all to make 
homes for Americans, and to extend 
the influence and glory of republican 
principles. 

A general order, it seems, may nul- 
lify everything. But by what author- ; 
ity? The lands of Utah, it may be 
urged, belong to the government. That 
is true; but of what is the government 
of the United States composed? Not 
of the Army; no, no; not of hired troops, 
but of genuine American citizens. 

American Citizens by their blood- 
bought franchise have the right to elect, 
and have delegated a Oongress, and in 
that Congress alone rests the preroga- 
tive to dispose of the property purchas- 
ed by their sweat and treasure and 
blood.

Shall the Constitution and. Congres- 
sional Statutes rule our nation and‘all 
its landed interests? - Or shall the in- 
fluence of “general orders,” batteries, 
and squadrons prevail? It is a ques- 
tion, for an answer to which we appeal 
to all our fellow citizens of the United 
States and Territories. Let the answer 
from every American heart be an 
honest heartfelt one, and we know that 
answer will restore to our citizens their 
homes and hard-purchased rights, and 
compel the army to keep within the 
limits pointed out by the general Con- 
gress. Wo may be in error; that is 
human. We propose simple questions, 
and ask for their fair solution. We 
are American Citizens and wish to 
know our rights and where their limits 
are. If thoserights are at the disposal 
of any one particular department of 
our government, we wish to know which 
one. We have gone through a long, 
tedious trial.. We now await the ver- 
dict, and are willing and ready, with 
bold and honest. hearts, to abide the 
most excruciating execution of a fair

MILITARY RESERVATIONS. 


or THE 

Gentixemen:—lI have been waiting to see who 
had the patriotism and independence to say a 
word against the very liberal military reserva- 
tions recently made in the Territory. As none 
have spoken publicly and condemnatory of these 
reservations, [ have determined to enter my 
protest against them. 

The question of legality I leave to others. 1 
shall speak on the principle of equity, for every 
man should understand that principle intuitively. 

I take it that the original appearance of the 
army in thie Territory was one of the most 
stupendous insults ever offered to American 
citizens. And what has (bat army accomplished 
here? It did nothing towards the establishment 
of peace. It has done nothing si.ce towards 
the maintenance of peace, but it has ever 
evinced a remarkable readiness ‘o annoy the 
citizens, and to second the unconciliatory, pro- 
voking, aggravating and extra- official operations 
of a tyrannical and reckless judiciary. It has, 
im several instances, camped and foraged in the 
fields of the cilizens, and not only without com- 
pensation, but insult, oaths, and illegal arrest 
and confinement have been the answers to res- 
pectful remonstrances. 

Notwithstanding the utter uselessness of the 
Utah army for any public good, it seems that 
some body has authorised the laying off of sev- 
eral extensive reservations, not alone of land and 
water and timber previously unused or unclaimed 
by the citizens, but in great part direc!ly to the 
contrary. I believe that if, before the “Utab 
War,” the government had known what it now 
knows, three or four thousand troops would 
never have been raked together from Floridan 
evergiades and western oul-posts, to be sent at 
an enormous expense to sit down, to equat down, 
amid the piercing frosts, the biinding snows, the 
sterile rocks, the alkaline adobie dust, and the 
everlasting sage-brush and grease-wood of Utah, 
and then to be of no possible use to anybody, 
with the exception of sutlers, merchants, gam- 
blers, &c. And I believe, too, that, if proper and 
just representations had been made to the gov- 
ernment, the reservations recently made in Utah 
would have differed slightly from their present 
shape. 

Look at the Cedar Valley reservation. Here 
was a valley settled and improved years before 
hungry speculators shrieked for the army to 
come to Utah. Roads were made, at an expense 
of thousands of dollars, to the wood and the tim- 
ber. But in comes the army, and telle the citi- 
zens that they must tie ap, be larieted out, that 
the farms they have cultivated, with a few acres 
of grazing land, they can retain, and that, with 
such slight exceptions, the army iatends te 
claim “the entire of Cedar Valley to the highest 
crests of the limiting mountains and billie.” Very 
cool, this. The citizens are graciously permit-

Nay more, they will encourage and 
applaud those who try to resist the payment of 
city taxes. If any person is arrested for an 
outrageous breach of the peace, if the police 
have been faithful in the discharge of their duty 
in securing some rowdy, then it is “Mormon 
oppression,”’ “illegal imprisonment,” &c. The 
only @fficulty is, the policemen are too prompt, 
and the city officers too careful in securing dao- 
gerous breakers of the peace, to please these ir- 
responsible loungers.
